Democrats Lack Issues, Martin 
ICIaims in W. Frankfort Address 


CHICAGO lh—Gov. William G. 
Stratton told Senate investigators 
today it was a “dastardly infer­ 
ence” to say that he “ made a 
deal” to cover up any political im­ 
plications of the Hodge scandal. 
Stratton told Sen. J. William Ful­ 
bright of the Senate Banking Com­ 
mittee that he resents any such 
inference. 
Fulbright and the committee are 
investigating banking aspects of 
the scandal which forced the res­ 
ignation of State Auditor Orville 
Hodge and sent him to prison. 
Fulbright, quoting the Chicag6 
Sun-Times, cited Hodge’s refusal 
to tell the committee at an earlier 
session what he did with the more 
than I million dollars he stole from 
the state treasury. 
“A Dastardly Inference” 
Reading from 
the Sun-Times, 
Fulbright said Hodge was asked 
whether he felt that political obli­ 
gations were more sacred than 
others, and replied, “Sometimes.” 
At this point Stratton broke in 
and said: 
“Senator. I resent any implica­ 
tion that there was any political 
deal made with the governor or 
attorney general of this state to 
cover up. 
“I think it is a dastardly infer­ 
ence to make and I resent it re­ 
gardless 
from what 
source it 
came.” 
Stratton said criticism of his 
handling of the Hodge case was 
“ Monday 
morning 
quarterback­ 
ing.” 
Fulbright wanted to know why 
Stratton did not become suspicious 
at Hodge’s extravagant spending, 
of his purchase of private planes, 
a fleet of cars and a luxury hotel. 
Basy Being Governor 
Stratton said he was unaware of 
much of Hodge’s high living and 
knew nothing about his “women 
associates.” 
“ I was busy with the job of 
being governor, and I don’t spend 
my time in such associations,” 
Stratton said. 
In view of Hodge’s high living, 
Fulbright wanted to know why

He told his audience that the Ei­ 
senhower administration had “sav­

Martin explained his part in the 
“Joe Smith fiasco” at the Repuoli | 
can National Convention, at which 
he gavelled down a motion by 
Nebraska delegate Terry Carpen- I 
ter to nominate the fictitious can­ 
didate for vice president. 
He said he silenced Carpenter, j 
“ a former Democratic congress­ 
man who wised up and became a 
“ Republican.” after his unusual 
actions threatened 
to touch off 
a disturbance on the convention 
floor. 
The Republicans, Martin 
said, were “ always used to an 
orderly convention.” 
“ I knew Joe Smith was a phony, 
and now the whole world knows 
Joe Smith was a phony,” Martin 
added.

Approves Health 
Budget, Levy 


Action Follows 


Discussion of 


Tri-County Group 


The Saline County Board of Sup­ 
ervisors 
this morning 
approved 
the 
overall three-county 
budget 
and the levy and the appropria­ 
tion resolution L r the Egyptian 
Health department. 
Approval came after a general 
discussion of the health 
group s 
finances and the work it is doing 
in the area. 
Representing the de­ 
partment were Dr. Jam s H. Wells, 
health officer, and L. M. Hancock, 
attorney for the organization. 
The budget for the three coun­ 
ties 
for the 
fiscal 
year 
which 
started 
July 
I is 
an estimated 
$124,855. 
In Saline county a levy 
of five mills is expected to bring 
around $29,000. to go with the tax­ 
es collected in White and 
Galla­ 
tin, the other two counties in the 
department. 
Dr. 
Wells 
explained 
that the 
state law requires a levy that will 
equal 90 cents per persons in a 
county, but tha4 the total that can 
be levied is five mills. 
The five 
mills, he stated, does not give the 
90-cents per capita figure in Sa­ 
line county; so the state subsidizes 
enough 
to brin" the 
amount to 
ninety. 
Also, he said, 
the state 
adds 30 cents to every 90 cents to 
bring the figure to $1.20 per cap­ 
ita throughout the counties of the 
department. 


To Add Dentist to Staff 


He 
explained the 
work being 
done in schools such as the giving 
of shots and 4he testing of eyes 
and ears and said that plans are 
to add a dentist to the staff with­ 
out extra cost to the counies. 
William Douglas, board mem 
ber, pointed to the importance of 
approving the tuberculosis act in 
Saline county in November. 
He reminded that this is not a 
new tax, but a continuation of the 
program now in effect to take 
care of tuberculous persons. The 
vote 
is coming up, 
he said, be­ 
cause the law requires a vote ev­ 
ery ten years on its continuance. 
Right now, he said, there are 
20 patients from Saline county in 
the Mt. Vernon, Iii., TB sanator­ 
ium, where the cost of care is $7 
a day, and that the cost is borne 
entirely by the program now in 
effect, which must be continued 
by approval at the polls. 
“Very few of us could pay the 
bills that accumulate if we or a 
member of our families needed 
sanatorium care,” he commented.

Equality believed the driver wa* 
travelling east on Route 13 and be­ 
came lost, going straight ahead 
through the town instead of veer­ 
ing to the left with the state high­ 
way. 
He was driving a Central and 
Southern Truck Lines traitor and 
state police said they hat. observed 
these trucks go east on Route 13, 
then turn south on Route I to 
Cave-in-Rock, where they crested 
the Ohio river by ferry. 
It was assumed also that Con­ 
nell had picked up his load of 
canned chili at St Louis. 
Head­ 
quarters of Central and Southern 
are at Sharon, Tenn., and Mobile, 
Ala. 


Cab Held Suspended 


The body, taken out of the 
wrecked cab after a number of 
hours of effort, was moved to tha 
Cox funeral home et Ridgway bf 
Coroner Charlet Cox. 
Police Sergeant Herbert 
said the big truck went 
through the bridge around 3 a. rn. 
said he was called to the scene 
around 3:15, along with Deputy 
Sheriff Jewel Sisk, after an Equal­ 
ity farmer, Carl Wiltshire, came 
upon the scene and went to notify 
him.

he was stationed with a reserve 
unit at Rome, Ga. 
The Marine Corps did not reveal 
details of the trial but police at 
Rome said McLaughlin threatened 
and fought with Maj. Henry Check- 
lou, former commanding officer of 
McLaughlin’s rifle compauy. 
Rome sources said McLaughlin, 
credited with killing 150 enemy 
soldiers and wounding 50 at Bunk­ 
er Hill in Korea, went to the 
major's home armed and drunk, 


and fought with the officer in the | 
yard.

Checklou was able to disarm the; 
sergeant, police said.

thorities picked up McLaughlin at 
the scene. 
Checklou, stationed since last

Editorial - RY BRUCE BIOSS AT 
Ad!ai Stevenson is repeating hi* 
call for a bran on H-bomb tests rn 
the evident earnest conviction that 
this would be a major contribu­ 
tion to p e d !. 
In the hear. of a political cam­ 
paign it is trot easy to examine 
such an issue free of partisanship. 
But the bystanders must try, be­ 
cause the question is vital. 
To begin, ties suspension bf H* 
bomb or A bomb tests would not 
eliminate the threat 
dP nuclear 
warfare, 
since both th* United 
States and the Soviet Union now 
have 
substantial 
stockpiles of 
nuclear weapons. 
Nor would such suepeesieB, in 
America’s case at leos! tend to 
Krait tile development of nuclear 
devices 
at a point short of too 
biggest imaginable 
bombo. 
Ac­ 
cording to U. S. atomic authori­ 
ties, we are already satisfied wo 
can explode a bomb of any size 
that could bo delivered to a tar­ 
get. 


We have been refining and fash­ 
ioning nuclear weapons of entailer 
type. 
Some of tboa* weapons are of 
tactical nature, designed for use 
by grouad forces. Otters ar* bo­ 
ing tried with th* Ida* od confining 
fall-out within • Minted art*. 
These ort the anna we would be 
curtailing. 
No doubt we would make a con­ 
siderable impression upon neutral 
and other uncommitted 
peoples 
should we eau off all toils 
Wo 
might even find tho Russians re­ 
sponding in kind and suspending 
their own. 
But this problem has tricky na­ 
pe cts 
It is true, as Steven so* says, 
that we would know toe instant 
the 
Reds 
touched off another 
bomb and thereby violated th* 
truce on testing. Yet suppose they 
feverishly prepared new device! 
in a given true period and then 
suddenly, after eight or 18 moatha, 
let one go. We might find we had 
lost considerable ground Ii this 
vital field. 


In such a matter the initiativ* 
would always bt with the nation 
committed to immorality as a way 
of life, willing a1 ays to violate 
an agreement at whatever mom­ 
ent suited its strategic conven­ 
ience. 
We obviously cannot afford to 
fali behind. 
The 
Russians far outdo us in 
ground forces and to some extent 
in the air. Our reservoir of atom­ 
ic force, believed to be substan­ 
tially greater than Russia's, is our 
shield and the free world’s as 
well. 
Short of an atomic ban with real 
enforcement teeth, 
and a broad 
disarmament plan embracing all 
weapons and all manpower we 
cannot in safety take any 
step 
which would weaken that shield. 
It might bring us closer to war 
rather than to the peace Steven­ 
son so sincerely desires.

When General Eisenhower made 
public his financial statement in 
1852, his net capital was put at 
$592,000. This came from the sale 
of all rights on his book, "Crusade 
in Europe,” for a gross price of 
$750,000. 
On this he paid a cap­ 
ital gains tax of 25 per cent, or 
$187,500. 
lf his $592,000, put in his trust 
fund, pays him a four per cent 
income, be gets $22,500 from it 
If the trust pays six per cent, he 
would get $33,720. 
THESE FIGURES do not Uke 
into consideration appreciation in 


the value of bis holdings due to 
the stock market rise of the last 
four years. 
If the same 70 per cent rise ii 
the Dew Jones or New York Times 
fm poette stock price averages is 
applied to Eisenhower’s capital as 
was applied to Stevenson’s capital 
in the previous article, then the 
President’s $392,000 would be $953, 
000 today. This is pretty dose to 
the millioosire mark, lf the Pres­ 
ident's holdings have doubled in 
value, then he is well over the mil 
lion dollar figure. 
And the two candidates would 
b t of shout equal wealth. 
This leaves out of consideration 
President Eisenhower's farm near 
Gettysburg, Pa. Stevenson has a 
fem , toe, near Libertyville, Bl 
Neither ane learnt to he doing very 
well as a fanner. 
The President’s original parcel 
of about 190 acres cost around $25,- 
999. He put additional money into 
remodeling the house. 
Land val­ 
uta to the arts Immediately sky 
rocketed. 
Tho President bought 
some additional acreage, to pro­ 
tect his bolding. 
It hat boon estimated that the 
President bas upwards of $250,000 
invested to Gettysburg, but it can 
be authoritatively stated this is 
a gross exaggeration. It could be 
only half this sum. 
MUCH OF THE acreage suppos­ 
edly bought by the President was 
actually purchased by his neigh­ 
bors, including Brig. Gen. Nevins. 
the Eisenhower farm manager, and 
tot land is bald in his name. 
Th* President could have dipped 
toto bit “Crusade to Europe” cap­ 
ital to buy the farm. Or he could 
have paid tor it out of earnings 
and capitol gains from his trust. 
The President's $100,000 salary 
plus $30,000 of his White House liv­ 
ing expense money is now all tax­ 
able. 
His net, after taxes, would 
be a little over $100,000. He gets 
another 
$40,000 expense 
money 
which is tax free 
In the first two years of Pres! 
dent Eisenhower’s administration 
he revealed that it was hard to 
live within his income. 
He did 
considerable entertaining then, at 
f a series of private dinners and 
1 breakfasts for all the members 
!of Congress. 
Since his illnesses, 
the amount of his entertaining has 
been gut down. 
I 
Mr. Eisenhower had to give up 
his nearly $20,000 in pay and al­ 
lowances - as a five-star general 
when he resigned from the Army 
to run for the presidency.!

Raleigh Baptist Church 
To Observe Anniversary 


(Continued from Raga Ona) 


can learn, 
was the first pastor. 
Union 
church 
was 
in Gallatin 
county until IMT, when the county 
was 
divided and the 
west side 
called Saline. 
The present site 
of Raleigh 
was chosen as 
the 
county seat. 
The county 
court 
chose a surveyor to lay out the 
town, which was named Raleigh 
by the County court. Raleigh was 
named after Raleigh, North Caro­ 
lina, and the name was submitted 
by Andy and Hiram Musgrave to 
the County court, naming this vil­ 
lage 
after their home 
town of 
Raleigh, North Carolina. 
One of 
the survivors of the Musgrave 
family, namely Eaiie Musgrave, 
presently resides in Raleigh and 
is a member of Raleigh church 
and has been for 65 years. 
When the survey was 
made, 
there were only three families liv­ 
ing in this area. They were, Andy 
Musgrave, Mrs. Crawford, and A. 
Sloan. 
The first family to settle 
in this place was that of Alfred 
Aldridge from Posey County, In­ 
diana. Soon after this, the name 
of Union church was changed to 
Raleigh church. 
For the next 35 
years after the organization of 
the church there are no records. 
Raleigh 
church 
had 
one-fourth 
time preaching from 1837 to 1900. 
In the year of 1900 J. S. Wicks 
was called 
as 
pastor 
and the 
c h u r c h 
began 
one-half time 
preaching service. 
In the year of 1942, E. R. Beuch- 
ler was 
called as the 
first full 
time 
pastor. 
The 
Rev. M. 
J. 
Jones, who waa the grandfather 
of Senator Glen 0. Jones of Ral- j 
eigh, was pastor of the Raleigh 
church 17 year*. He served four ; 
different times as pastor. 
Since 1871 there have been 45 
pastors 
of the church 
with the 
present pastor, Rev. Howard Todd 
Taylor, there since 1952. Records I 
from 1837 to 1871 were lost except I 
that it is known that T. M. Vance 
preached once a month for 12 con- ! 
secutivt 
years. 
In 1860 M. 
J. I 
Jones' was ordained by the Ral- I 
eigh church and in 1871 was chos­ 
en as pastor. 
Other Churches Organised 
In 1848 the church joined 
the 
Franklin association, and so far 
as the records show, remained in 
that association until the organiza­ 
tion of the Saline 
association in : 
1890. 
Records show 
that two neigh- j 
boring churches were organized , 
from 
Raleigh 
church. 
In 
1859 
Raleigh church granted letters of 
dismission to twenty-one members 
who organized the church former­ 
ly 
called Wolf Creek, 
now 
the 
First Baptist church of Eldorado. 
Their first pastor was Elder T. M. 
Vance. 
Several years later sev­ 
eral members were granted let­ 
ters of dismission to organize what 
is now 
known as Union 
Grove 
church. 
So far as is known, there have 
been only three houses of wor­ 
ship. The second house was built 
in 1892, and the present building 
in 1929. 
In 1953 the church was 
remodeled and an addition was 
built on to the present building. 
In the new addition are additional 
class rooms, pastor’s study, li­ 
brary, and a beautiful 
baptistry 
upstairs, and a complete modern 
kitchen and large rest rooms are 
on the ground floor. The church 
Is heated by an automatic natural 
gas heating system, and cooled by 
15 tons of air-conditioning, all of 
which have been installed in the 
past three years. 
In recent years the church has j| 
ordained the following brethren 
as ministers of the gospel: 
Rev. 
Cloyd Wesley, Rev. Charles Hol­ 
land, Rev. Leonard Whitlock, and 
Rev. W. E. Tumbaugh. 
Greatest Year for Church 
The present pastor, Rev. How­ 
ard “Todd” 
Taylor, 
has served 
the church as pastor for a period 
of four years. This is the longest 
period of service for a full time 
pastor in Raleigh church. During 
this 
ministry of four years 
of 
which October 19, 1956, will mark 
the beginning 
of his fifth 
year, 
there have been 143 additions to 
the church, 98 of these by baptism 
and 44 by letter, and one by state­ 
ment. 
In this year 
of 1956, 
Raleigh 
church has had its greatest year 
of its 119 year history in all phases 
of its work. The gifts to all mis­ 
sion causes total $2,168.71. 
The 
total income for the year is $15.- 
190.28. 
There nave been 60 addi­ 
tions this year, with 41 of these 
coming by baptism, aqd 19 by let­ 
ter. 
The Sunday school has enrolled 
310 with an average attendance 
of 171 per Sunday. This Is an alt 
time high and the record Sunday 
was 271, excelling the 250 popula­ 
tion of the village. 
The Training Unon has had its 
greatest year with 107 enrollment 
and in average of 61 per Sundav 
in attendance. The record attend 
anre for Training Union was also 
set this year with 125 present, or 
one-half of the population of the 
village.

SPRINGFIELD WI — Illinois 
coal production hit 3,692,758 tons 
during September, an increase of 
almost 150,000 tons over September

Ike Charges Half Truths by 
Stevenson; Adlai Attacks Nixon 


By United Prest 
Touring Republican and Demo­ 
cratic standard bearers stepped up 
personal attacks and hammered 
away at regional issues today in 
major campaign swings through 
New England, the Midwest and the 
far West. 
President Eisenhower charged 
Adlai Stevenson with “half truth” 
and “hit and run” statements in a 
speech in Seattle, Wash., Wednes­ 
day night. 
He also lashed back 
again at the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nominee’s proposal to end H 
bomb tests. 
Stevenson, using some of the 
sharpest language of his campaign, 
denounced Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon as a shifty exponent of 
expediency and man of many faces 
in Flint, Mich., Wednesday night. 
Nixon termed Stevenson a ped­ 
dler of “gloom and doom” who is 
“selling our economy short” in 
speech prepared for delivery today 
in Providence, R. I. 
Kefanver in Missouri 
Sen. Estes Kefauver, the Demo­ 
cratic vice presidential nominee, 


accused Mr. Eisenhower of forcing 
down farm prices and packing up 
interest rates to benefit big busi­ 
ness in a speech prepared for de­ 
livery today in Joplin, Mo. 
The President, touring the Pa­ 
cific Coast, pledged in a speech 
prepared for delivery in Tacoma, 
Wash., today to press for congres­ 
sional approval early next year of 
his four billion dollar school con­ 
struction program. 
He said he would ask that the 
school construction program be car­ 
ried out in four years, instead of 
the five originally planned. 
The 
program was blocked in Congress 
this year after a segregation rider 
was attached to the bill. 
The President also earlier direct­ 
ed that top administration aides 
prepare a detailed reply to what 
the White House called “rather ex­ 
traordinarily incorrect statements” 
of Stevenson to halt the nuclear 
tests. 
Stevenson Blasts Policies 
Stevenson moved today into Ohio 
attacking the GOP farm and big 
business policies. 
He compared
